At the meeting last week it was stated that 
the company did not expect to get half this, 
and that, in any event, it would be some 
time before any payment was made. Later it 
was explained by the Government that, “in 
any case, the amount it may have to pay to 
the company will be very greatly inferior to 
that suggested in the report of the company.

China and the Powers. 


The condition of affairs in China seems 
to become more chaotic every day. The 
Chinese Chambers of Commerce have issued 
a statement to the world announcing that 
Bolshevism is rampant in Canton, and 
that, unless help be forthcoming imme- 
diately, the whole country is likely to be 
engulfed. When all allowances have been 
made for Eastern exaggeration it must be 
admitted. that matters have reached a 
serious pitch. Since May Wth—in other 
words, for three full months—an anti- 
British boycott has been spreading 
throughout China. In all the coastal ports 
and along the Yangtze River British ships 
are lying in enforced idleness. British 
factories have been compelled to close, 
traders have been prevented from pursuing 
their business, and many millions of 
pounds have been lost. Furthermore, the 
safety of life and property is in hourly 
danger. Long simmering hatred of 
foreigners and everything foreign is 
beginning to boil. Fanatics are at work 
all over China, agitating quietly, but 
thoroughly, against British influence, and 
almost irreparable damage has been done 
during the last few months. The imme- 
diate cause of all this trouble was the 
incident in the Japanese cotton mill at 
Shanghai which resulted in the death of a 
number of Chinese students. Shanghai is 
controlled by a foreign municipal council, 
and the Treaty Powers are equally 
responsible for the suppression .of 
the rioting on May 30th. The fact: 


that the police force happened to be com- 
posed mainly of British subjects, however, 
encouraged the belief that Britain was to 
blame for the loss of life, and the full 
force of the anti-foreign movement has 
been directed against the British Colony 
in China. 

As the Round Table points out in its 
current issue, China poteritially is one of 
Britain’s best customers. It is “the only 
country in the modern world which offers a 
great and expanding market for the pro- 
ducts of British industry.” There are 
four hundred million inhabitants in 
China, and, if their economic machinery 
were organised properly, they would be in 
a position to cure the British unemploy- 
ment problem in a very short space of 
time. It is essential, therefore, that the 
British public shall try to understand the 
cross-currents of Chinese affairs. Every- 
body knows that the present boycott of 
Britain is not due solely to the Shanghai 
riots. The Chinese are accustomed to 
bloodshed,. and, if the shooting of the 
students had been an isolated incident, the 
matter could have been settled without 
much trouble. China, however, is labour- 
ing under a burden of accumulated griev- 
ances. The spread of modern education 
and increasing contact with Western 
civilisation, through Geneva and otherwise, 
have given the Chinese people a new sense 
of national dignity, and they have been 
chafing for a long time under what they 
hold to be the humiliating restrictions 
which are imposed on them by the Treaty 
Powers. They object particularly to the 
composition of the Shanghai Municipal 
Council, which consists of three American, 
one Japanese and six British’ members. 
Although the Chinese pay most of the 
taxes, they have no representation of any 
kind. The Council is under the general 
authority of the Diplomatic Corps in 
Peking, and Britain has.no more to do 
with its membership than any of the other 
Treaty Powers. As in the case of the 
riots, however, the British are blamed 
almost exclusively. 

The principal grievance of the Chinese 
is the failure of the Powers to carry into | 
efiect the agreements of the Washington 
Conference in 1922. The Powers under- 
took on that occasion to send an Interna- 
tional Commission to China to examine 
the working of the extra-territorial system 
in order to correct existing abuses and to 
‘Prepare the way for the gradual absorp- 
tion. of the “ Courts ’’ into the

The Washington agreement was ratified at 
once by Britain, but France has not rati- 
fied it yet, ith the result that nothing has 
been done and the bitterest disappointment 
has been caused in China. . All the Powers 
have been blamed for this delay.; but, now 
that Britain is the general scape-goat, she 
is held responsible for this, as for every 
other, injustice. In the meanwhile Russia 
is consolidating her position, and the 
danger is that she will supplant Britain 
as the most influential foreign Power in 
China. The Soviet Government has re- 
nounced voluntarily its extra-territorial 
rights. It is ingratiating itself in every 
possible way with the Chinese, and is 
making mischief everywhere. Britain must 
take action. In the first place, there 
should be a full and frank exchange of 
views between London and Peking. The 
Shanghai riots should be investigated by 
an impartial tribunal, including Chinese 
representatives, and early steps should be 
taken to translate the undertakings of the 
Washington Conference into facts. China's 
good-will is worth much to the British 
Empire. Her people can be loyal friends, 
and no effort should: be spared to unravel 
the tangle of misunderstanding which has 
given rise to the unfortunate conditions 


prevailing at present. 


Homo Sapien. 

It is a happy index of the spirit of our 
age that the proceedings of the British 
Association at Southampton are being fol- 
lowed with lively public interest. Papers 
that range in subject from geology to the 
science of the mind are discussed by the 
man in the street and the man on the 


class-room and the scholar in the study. 
Science is interwoven with all phases 
of modern life, and it can be 
neglected by no man who wishes to escape 
the doom of the inefficient. The practical 
pursuit of science, however, has lifted 
men’s minds to the contemplation of noble 
things. Tutored by science, men are 
beginning to discern the splendid and 
the awful workings of Nature, pursuing 
purposes beyond the petty lives of single 
generations. What is true of individuals 
is doubly true of communities, and we see 
countries prospering or declining accovd- 
ing as they value science. Among the 
smaller nations none has attained a finer 
pitch of orderly well-being than the 
nations of Scandinavia. Life in Norway 
and Denmark is frugal but noble, the citi+s 
are clean, dignified and comfortable, ard 
the people are content and progressive ; 
but we read of working men in their spare 
hours hurrying to lecture halls to enjoy 
scientific discourses. In Ireland science is 
neglected ; but more saddening is the !1ct 
that it is despised. We have yet to learn 
the lesson that he that sinneth against 
wisdom wrongeth his own soul, and that 
all they that hate wisdom love death. 
We seek in vain in our country toWns for 
those scientific clubs which flourish 
throughout England and fill young men’s 
leisure with ennobling and fascinating 
interests. Of old the Irish race is said to 
have excelled in the pursuits of the 
speculative intellect; but the old nation 
would seem to have perished before the 
historical period, and to-day there is no 
more incurious people than ours in Europe. 


Ireland would be a happier country if 


young men and women would turn from 
politics, scandal, cock-fighting and card- 
playing to the serious pastimes which 
have given other lands a finer personal 
element wherewith to pursue national 
greatness. With the development of in- 
tellectual interests a higher purpose would 
inform patriotic endeavour. Crude ambi- 
tions would yield place to a proud aspira- 
tion to take a foremost place in the 
peaceful works of civilisation. Much is 
said of the mental value of Gaelic studies. 
How many of our enthusiasts know that 
Irish has given two terms to the science 
of geology? In the ‘sixties the Irish names 
“esker’’ and “drumlin ' were adopted to 
describe barriers and hillocks of gravel 
built up by the primeval glaciers. Across 
Ireland lies the ancient chariot way called 
the Esker Riada, once the boundary be- 
tween two territories. To know from the 
name that this green line was once the bed 
of a sub-clacial river is more stirring to 
the imagination and profitable to the mind 
than to recognise an income tax return 
under a new-fangled name. 


London Traffic. 


It is a sobering reflection that the entire 
annual. Budget of the Irish Free State 
amounts to a smaller sum than that which 
an Anglo-American commercial combine 
purposes to expend on the equipment of 
London with machinery for the distribu- 
tion of goods and parcels. At a cost of 
£32,000,000 it is intended to construct a 
network of underground. railways linking 
up the London docks and wharves with all 
the principal railway terminals. About 
seventy miles of track are to be laid, and 
it is expected that fifty thousand men— 
the number of unemployed hands in the 
Free State—will be kept busy for three 
years. If the railways approve of the 
scheme and it is carried out goods traffic 
will be wholly withdrawn from the streets 
of the British metropolis. Congestion will 
be relieved on the surface, while under the 
ground electric trains will carry goods 
swiftly from district to district. The 
underground lines will converge on a 
central junction. Trains arriving at this 
point will be split into trucks, and fresh 
trains will be formed for despatch to 
various destinations. The Post Office will 
have access to the new system, and thus the 
distribution of letters and postal packages 
will be expedited. Ths largeness of the 
scheme would have astonished men ten 
years ago before traffic congestion grew 
so dense as almost to throttle the thorough- 
fares of London. To-day the need for 
i large methods in grappling with transit 
problems is evident. For cities and 
nations alike means of: transit—road, 
rail, canal, ‘‘Aube,’’ sea, river and even 
air—must be pted, at whatever cost, to

the coming autumn and winter. All the 
materials and designs are British. That 
such an Exhibition should have main- 
tained its position for four years indicates 
that Paris is losing its domination of 
fashion in these countries. It will be in- 
teresting, however, to learn how. far the 
all-British modes displayed amount to 
imitations of American styles. The ‘cine- 
matograph: is imposing on the world 
American notions of the beautiful and the 
graceful, and men and women are dressing 
in accord with what is considered smart in 
the studios of the Far West. It would be 
well for British trade and British taste 
alike if the public mind could be freed 
from thraldom to foreign influences. All 
peoples dress most gracefully when they 
follow modes proper to their native climate 
and native circumstances. Asiatics do not 
look well under th tropical sun dressed 
in frock coats tailored for Oxford street. 
The gay costume of Seville would ill-suit 
our rainy cities. Fitness for purpose is 
the test of good taste in dress no less than 
in furniture, architecture and pottery. 
Costume in these islands may recover the 
picturesque and pleasing aspect which it 
possessed in former times, if the custom be 
followed of buying British and Irish 
cloth, and cutting it to styles dictated by 
ease and a taste untainted by the cinema- 
tograph. Here, as in so many instances 
beside, we see what benefits may accrue to 
Irish trade and industry by close co-opera- 
tion with Britain in the movement for tlie 
encouragement of Imperial produce. For 
the languishing textile industries of Ire- 
land there are not enough consumers 
within our shores; but the British market 
is sympathetic as well as large. 


GRAND TRUNK PACIFIC 
STOCKHOLDERS. 


CANADIAN PREMIER’S 
SUGGESTION. 


Sir Francis Harrison-Smith, Chairman of 
the Stockholders’ Committee of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific Four per Cent. Debenture Stock, 
has received a letter from Mr. W. L. Mac- 
Kenzie King, Prime Minister of Canada. in 
régard to the position of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific debenture holders. , 

Mr. MacKenzie King pvéviews the capital 
position of the Grand Trunk Railway, and 
outlines the policy of the Government with 
regard to loans and advances—Government as 
well as public—to the railway. These, he says, 
have been limited to absolute requirements, 
and money is only voted by Parliament on 
the recommendation of the management, and 
after careful inquiry and consideration by 
Special Committee. | 

The Prime Minister concluties :—Sir Henry 
Thornton’s proposal, that, failing agreement, 
the points at issue should be determined by 
the courts, is in line with the sug “ation 
made hy the Canadian Ministers in London 
in 1923, when the Committee waited upon 
them.

DANISH BACON IMPORTS. 


REASONS FOR FALLING OFF. 


The attention of the Imperial Economic 
Committee has been drawn by the Danish 
Charge d’ Affaires to the possibility of some 
misunderstanding arising from the following 
statement in Paragraph 33 of their second re- 
port, which deals with the marketing and 
preparing for market of meat. 

‘* After 1914 supplies steadily declined until 

in 1918-19 practically nothing reached the 
United Kingdom from Denmark, as, during 
the war period, Danish supplies were diverted 
to other markets 
According to the British trade statistics the 
importation of Danish bacon into the United 
Kingdom during 1912-1919 was as follows :— 
1912, 115,935 tons; 1913, 116,747 tons; 1914, 
135,740 tons; 1915, 103,161 tons; 1916, 
82,080 tons; 1917, 66,158 tons; 1918, 1,075 
tons; 1919, 332 tons. 
This falling off in the United Kingdom im- 
ports of Danish bacon was due to the re- 
duction of the stock of pigs in-Denmark from 
2,500,000 in 1914 to 435,000 in April, 1918,’ 
with the result that very little baw was 
left for export after meeting the requ':ments 
of the Danish population. 

This reduction in the number of pigs in 
Denmark was caused by the difficulties ex- 
perienced by Denmark in regard to tire im- 
portation of corn and feeding stuffs during 
the war. The quantities of feeding stuffs per 
mitted to enter Denmark were rationed by 
the British authorities in accordance with {ne 
apportioning of the e Co of Danish agricul- 
tural produce to the UBited Kingdom and to 
Denmark’s other customers.

International discussions have often dis- 
appointed their early promises, and it is 
hoped that there will be no misunderstand- 
ing regarding the Churchill-Caillaux 
negotiations. The discrepancy between the 
statement issued by the Chancellor of the 
[xchequer and that of the French 
Minister aroused suspicion at the time, but 
as the latter was an informal summary 
great importance was not attached to the 
difference. Now it appears that the 
partial moratorium until 1930, of which 
Mr. Churchill made no mention, is re- 
garded in Paris as an esential part of the 
settlement. It is true that British pay- 
ments to the United States will not reach 
the marimum of £38,000,000 until 1933, 
and some differentiation in the annual 
payments of France may have been under 
discussion, but they formed no part of the 
final offer. Any idea of a misunderstand- 
ing having arisen should be dispelled 
officially without delay. 


Britain and Greece. 


Another inter-Allied debt is on the way 
towards settlement. Negotiations which 
have been proceeding quietly between 
Britain and Greece have concluded satis- 
factorily.. The amount involved is not 
large as war debts go; for Greece owes us 
only £23,355,000. Details of settlement 
are not yet known, but news from Athens 
states that the Greek Government agrees 
to the settlement of the debt upon the 
British terms. The documents containing 
the terms of payment will be signed in 
London by the Greek Minister in due 
course. 


No Cabinet Changes. 


No attention need be paid to the gossip 
about possible Cabinet changes when Mr. 
Baldwin returns from his Continental 
holiday. It is a revival of the specula- 
tions concerning Sir Philip Cunliffe-Lister 
based largely on ignorance of his having 
withdrawn his letter of resignation to the 
Premier written under a misconception of 
his legal pogition in a Government which 
was subsidising an industry in which Lady 

Cunliffe- Lister has some financial interests. 
The Attorney-General has settled that 
point satisfactorily, and Sir Philip retains 
his position at the unanimous request of 
all his colleagues. He has made the 
proviso, however, that, when matters con- 
cerning the subsidy are before the House, 
he will leave active participation in debate 
to one of his lieutenants at the Board of 
Trade—either Colonel Lane-Fox or Mr. 
A. M. Samuel. 


Socialists and Nationalisation. 


Mr.- Ranisay Macdonald has. broken 
silence by a not very illuminating speech 
to some of his admirers in the remote 
North of Scotland. He reaffirms that the 
solution of the mining trouble is to be 
found in nothing short of nationalisation 
of the industry. This is not by any means 
a new plank in the Labour Party’s pro- 
gramme, but it was so stressed that Mr. 
Macdonald was evidently bent on prevent- 
ing Mr. Cook monopolising all the lime- 
light, of which most Labour men think he 
has lately enjoyed more than his fair 
share. 


Earl Beatty's Future. 


Whitehall neither denies nor confirms 
the rumour that Earl Beatty is about to 
relinquish his post as First Sea Lord. The 
story has probably gained currency from 
the fact that vd Beatty has held for five 
years or more an appointment which.is not 
permanent and which no one can expect 
to retain indefinitely. As he went to the 
Admirelty in 1919, it is reasonable to sup- 
pose that' his tenure of ‘office will not, in 
the ofdinary course of things, last much 
longer. The First Sea Lord was Mr. 
Bridgeman’ s weightiest backer in the 
latter’s recent encounters with the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer over the new naval 
building programme: He has been sug- 
gested as the probable successor in due 
course to Lord Byng as Governor-General 
of Canada, and it 1s said by his friends 
that he would gladly accept that office if 
it were offered him. Lord Byng was ap- 
pointed to thé Dominion in 1921. The 
salary of Governor-General is £10,000 a 
year. 

No Russian Orders 


All the big talk about so many millions’ 
worth of Russian orders being placed in 
this country, especially in Lancashire, has 
come to nothing.

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‘A REMARKABLE WOMAN. 
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DEATH OF MRS. HARMSWORTH 


Mrs. Harmsworth, of Poynter's Hall, 
Totteridge, widow of Mr, Alfred Harms- 
worth, barrister-at-law, and mother of the 
late Viscount Northcliffe,. died ‘at her. .resi- 
dence on Saturday night, aged 86. A younger 
daughter of Mr. William Maffett, a Dublin 
land agent, at the age of twenty-six she 
married Mr. Alfred Harmsworth, then a 
master on the staff of the Royal Hibernian 
School, Dublin. Three years after .their 
marriage Mr. and Mrs. Harmsworth moved 
to Lordon and made their home in Hamp- 
stead. 

Mrs. Harmsworth induced her husband to 
enter as a law student, first at the King’s 
Inns, Dublin, and, then in 1866 at the Middle 
Temple, London. He was called to the Bar 
in 1 Fifty-five years later his widow 
and his eldest. surviving son, 
Rothermere, presented £60, to the Middle 
Temple for the establishment of a bene- 
volent endowment, to known as the 
“ Alfred Harmsworth Memorial Fimd,” in 
his memory. Mr. Alfred Harmsworth died 
at the age of 52.

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THE FARM AND TAXES. | 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Srr.—As a farmer of about 150 acres, tilling 
more than the suggested 25 per cent., Í am 
interested in the proposals of the farmers’ con- 
ference. I object to income tax as a larmer, 
I my objection to the tax demanded from 
s 1 nearly so great as my objection to 
ncome tax levied on Mr, ——, from whom 
machines, seeds and manures, and 


on Mr. - , to whom I sell such farm produce 


as is not required for use on the farm. To the 
excessive mucome tax paid by them Is largely 
due the extravagant prices I have to pay and 
the low prices I get for produce sold. and, 
further, the very heavy burden of high wages 
for agricultural labour, due to the high cost 
of provisions and clothing. That any income 
tax was undesirable in an agricultural country, 
while a heavy income tax might be rujnous, 
was seldom denied when these matters were 
debated by men who knew what they wanted 
and why they wanted it, and before the 
‘apologia’’’ of financial brigandage had come 
to be treated as economic law 
If the relatively slow ac“ umulation of capital 
in an agricultural country and its liability to 
sudden disaster be not sufficient, it may be 
urged that the profits of agriculture mainly 
depend on an extremely variable factor—the 
weather: and the farmer finds it almost im- 
e, even by the display of greater energy 
telligence, to make any certain pro- 
for a tax not collected from ascertained 
but based on an assumption of profits, 
demanded not only before any profits 
have been earned, but often at such time as 
militate against the earning of any.

TECHNICAL EDUCATION | 
IN DUBLIN. 


COMMISSIONERS’ SCHEME 
ADOPTED. " 


A deputation appeared before the Dublin 
City Commissioners on Saturday’ on behalf 
of the Technical School teachers of Dublin, in 
connection with the report of Mr. P. J. 
Hernon on the re-organisation of the whole- 
time teaching staffs, which was published in 
the /rish Times on Friday. The three Com- 
missioners—Mr. S. Murphy, Mr. P. J. Hernon 
and Dr. W. C. Dwyer—were present. 

Mr. Robert J. Burke said that as Chairman 
of the Local Government Officials’ Union he 
had been asked to point out that the report 
of Mr. Hernon on the technical education 
question, which appeared in the Press on the 
pres ious day, came not as an agreeable surprise, 

ut rather the reverse, to some of the teachers 
concerned. The majority of them were on 
leave at present, ud the schools would re- 
assemble on next Tuesday, and the teachers 
would consult and be able to put some views 
before them, from which they might recon- 
sider the report of Mr. Hernon as regards 
that section. The teachers were men with 
the highest qualifications. 

Their. Union suggested that their salaries 
were very moderate, and the report now 
egrets to reduce them very considerably. 
‘he teachers of mathematics, who had the 
highest qualifications, had to adopt methods 
suitable to the different trades which they 
had to teach—bricklayers, carpenters, painters 
—and ' they had to draw up their own 
syllabus. He was instructed to ask them to 
kindly postpone decision on the report until 
their next meeting, and in the meantime the 
committee would ask them to consider their 
representations, or to make some compromise 
in the matter. 

Mr. Hernon said that he had given this 
matter very careful consideration, and he 
had considered the rates in other centres, and 
the rates that he had recommended compared 
very favourably with other centres—and large 
centres, such as Belfast, where the salary 
for a teacher of mathematics, science, etc., 
was £250, increasing by £10 annually to 
£300. He had gone into the matter very 
carefully, and in view of the rates paid in 
other large centres he could not be agreeable 
to reconsider this report. To his mind they 
were getting a big advantage in this report. 
He had dealt very fairly with the AE sey 
and he proposed the adoption of the report. 

Dr. Dywer—I beg to second the adoption; 
it would be no advantage to the teachers to 
postpone it. 

The report was adopted, with a change in 
the date from which it is to become effective. 

The deputation thanked the Commissioners 
and withdrew. 

The Ministry for Local Government and 
Public ‘Health wrote confirming the suspen- 
sion of Mr. P. C. Chambers of the City 
Accountant’s Department from the service of 
the Corporation as from May Ist, 1925.

ASTRONOMICAL NOTES FOR 


SEPTEMBEH. 


(From Ovr ASTRONOMICAL CORRESPONDENT,) 
Tue PLANETS :— 

Mercury is.an early morning object this 
month, rising an hour and three-quarters 
before the Sun in the second week. The 
‘‘ early bird’’ who is abroad between 4 and 
5 a.m. may enjoy a sight of the shy planet. 
Venus is still, as last month, setting about 
an hour after the Sun. Her position as to 
visibility will not improve till the latter part 
of November. Mars is in conjunction on the 
13th, and invisible. Jupiter is the only fairly 
observable planet in the heavens this month, 
and he sets before midnight. He is in the 
S.W. sky during the evegjng hours, but low 
down and poorly placed for the telescope. 
Saturn sets while it is still twilight. 

Tae Moon :— 

Full Moon on the 2nd, at 7.55 p.m. 

Last Quarter on the 10th, at 12.12 p.m. 

New Moon on the 18th, at 4.12 a.m. 

First Quarter on the 25th, at 11.51 a.m. 

Perigee again occurs near the time of Full 
Moon this month, so high tides may be ex- 
pected on the 2nd, 3rd and 4th. 

Tae Stars FOR SEPTEMBER :— 

At midnight on the Ist, 11 p.m. on the 
15th, 10 p.m. on the 20th, Aquarius, Pegasus, 
and' Cepheus are on the meridian, the last 
overhead. On the very edge of the Southern 
horizon the bright star Fomalhaut may be 
seen, if the sky is very cleag very near the 
due South point. Fomalhaut is the most 
Southerly first magnitude star that we can 
see, and he only rises above our horizon for 
an hour or two. He is easy to find; for the 
Western side of the Great Square of Pegasus 
points him out, and is a guide to his position 
when Fomalhaut is not himself, above the 
horizon. Aquila, Lyra, and Cygnus, with the 
bright stars Altair, Vega, and Deneb, are“ 
West of the meridian. Hercules and Corona 
are near the Western horizon, Ophiuchus is 
setting. Capricornus is low in the S.W. 

Near the meridian, to the East, the Great 
Square of Pegasus is easily identified. A 
curved line of second magnitude stars leads 
from the upper side of the Great Square into 
Andromeda and Perseus. The stars com- 

sing it, in order from West to East, are— 

eta Pegasi, Alpha, Beta, and Gamma Andro- 
mede ‘and Alpha Persei. Cetus occupies the 
whole line of the Horizon, from East to nearly 
South. Taurus has just risen; the Hyades 
and Pleiades can be seen sparkling just over 
the horizon, a little North of East. Capella 
is not far distant. Below the Pole, the Great 
Bear walks on the horizon. The seven stars 
forming the most conspicuous part of the con- 
stellation, and known variously as the 
“ Plough,” the “ Wain,” and the “ Dipper,” 
are probably the most familiar to man of all 
the star-groups. Evidence has lately come to 
light that prehistoric man not only knew, but 
drew them. Stones of neolithic age or older 
have been found at various places on the Con- 
tinent’ of Europe bearing drawings of this 
unmistakable group, some even having the 
star Alcor, the ‘‘ Rider on the Middle Horse,” 
represented in its correct place, just above 
Mizar, the middle star of the team, or of the 
Bear's Tail. se 

The group has additional interest in view 
of the fact that five of the seven stars belong 
to one svstem of suns, and the remaining two 
to a different one. Pn hs proved by ge 
bi r motion ” which the stars are foun 
ak havetivé moving parallel to each other 
in one direction, and the other two in another. 
These ‘‘ proper motions ’’ are excessively slow, 
and require “the most refined methods of 
measurmeént to detect them at all. But the 
slowness is only an effect of distance, whereas 
the real velocities are many scores of miles 
per second. . ! 

After the lapse of a sufficient time these 
motions will entirely alter the appearance of 
the group. The prehistoric drawings above 
alluded to, it is to be noted, do not represent 
the present shape of the constellation accu- 
rately. th sufficiently nearly to be easily 
identifi They may, however, represent 
what the vrehistoric artists saw in the 
heavens. If this is so, the differences would, 
by ! with the known rate of motion, 
give a means of dating the drawings. This
